The Coal "strike. 


There are indications in Ohio and in 


portions of this state of an unwillingness 
to accept the agreement for the settle- 
ment of the strike entered into by their 
representatives and the operator*. The 
chances are, however, that thia opposi- 
tion will soon melt away and that the 
mines will all again be in operation. 
There eeems to be no reasonable ground 
upon which the diaaentere can stand. If 
they go out on the command of their 
representatives, it is only reasonable 
that they shall go in by the same au- 
thority.

Last 
week Crawford and Jesse Harper ad- 
dressed a mass meeting of miners and 
Populists in the neighborhood of Pana. 
These men appealed in the most vigor- 
ous language to the men to make war 
upon those they are dependent upon for 
employment, and refuse to abide by the 
agreement of 
their 
representatives. 


Those who are inclined to follow the ad- 
vice of these agitators ought to consider 
the conditions fairly.

the world. But why all these optimistic 
views concerning youth? Because of its 
advantages and pleasures. Let us enu- 
merate a few as suggested by a noted 
English writer:

OLASOOW, June 18.—The steamer 


Ethiopia, which said from Xew York 
June 2, arrived here yesterday noon. 
As Capt. Wilson signalled off Tory is- 
land Saturday, she collided with an ice- 
berg in the Atlantic and stove in her 
bow above the water line. Her pas- 
•engers agree in this story of their ex- 
perience: 
The Ethiopia struck the iceberg on 


the afternoon of the 6th, while steam- 
ing ahead in a dense fog. The shock 
was terrific. 
Everybody who was 


standing at the moment of impact was 
thrown to the floor. At first the of- 
ficer* feared that the vessel would not 
float and ordered the boats lowered. 
The excited •passengers crowded np to 
the deck, most of the women weeping 
and the men asking the usual ques- 
tions. 


The pumps were lowered just after 


the captain ordered down the boats, but 
no water was found in the hold. The 
order for the boat* was then counter- 
manded and something like confidence 
was restored among the passengers. 


Boon the fog lifted and the crew were 


able to work to advantage in making 
temporary repairs. A wall of bags of 
flour was built near the hole. 
When 


the floor had beeome thoroughly satu- 
rated it was almost as hard and un- 
yielding as cement. The crew worked 
for some days shifting the cargo aft, 
•o as to lift the broken bow out of the 
water. The Ethiopia, which had been 
•topped for repairs, was put ahead 
after the worst damaged portion ol 
her bow had been partially closed and 
braced. At first she went at quarter 
•peed, then at three-qnarters and after 
passing Tory island at full speed. 


Nobody aboard the Ethiopia was in- 


jured, and the cargo was not greatly 
damaged. Persons who saw the Ethi- 
opia'* bow to-day marvel that she was 
kept afloat after the collision. That 
th* veasel was saved, they think, was 
due to the stability of her bulkheads 
and the intelligent management of the 
captain. 


The passengers were so pleased witl 


the untiring and successful efforts o: 
the crew that they subscribed 9270 for 
the sailors.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Private ad- 


vices received by naval officers from 
Apia, Samoa, Indicate that the presem 
state of affairs in that distracted part 
of the world is mutely dne to German 
intrigue, and that the display of the 
American flag more prominently in 
the islands might have a mollifying 
effect. It is stated in letters receive* 
yesterday that the Germans are supply-

sol. ac. curbol, gtt. x.; morphine, gr. J-, 
with n small wad of absorbent cot- 
ton. If the oScndlnjf tooth aos a cav- 
ity or decayed surface saturate a small 
'pellet of cotton with the above mix- 
ture and put into the cavity or against 
the decayed surface, as the coae may 
be—never pack tbe cotton in, or the 
more is the trouble, but have the pel- 
let small enough to enter without 
•Crowding. In mo*t cases this will end 
the trouble.

A »»te Fixed for Acceptance-F«ur Posi-

The miners' conference, consisting of 
lighty-four delegates representing 19,800 
men, has been in session at Springfield 
wo days and completed its labors Sun- 
day night. 


A scale was adopted, which met the 


approval of nearly all the delegates. If 
he operators accept, the long strike will 
at once- be declared off and the men will 
go to work.
